WELTHRR Temperatures averaged near normel over the western portion of the State and
a little below in the east. larm weather prevailed during the first three
days but the'weekend was cecld, raw and windy. 4 little light snow fell over the
northeastern, contral and western portions of the State but large areas received no
precipitation during the week, ' '

February was cold and windy with precipitation averaging e little above normal,
cnowfall was rather heavy over the north central, northeast and the southern portion
of the Panhandle, 4 blizzard occurred over the north central and western portions
of the State from the 18th to the 20th, large drifts of snow bloocked meny roads in
this area, and caused considerable inconvenience, The southeastern corner of the
State received heavy rains,

CROPS Vinter vheat is showihg up groen as the snow disappears, Generally the

reports are favorable, althouzh more moisture is needed in parts of western
Nobrasks, .fith favorable weather the orop should get an early start this spring
because of the fine progress made last fall,

Farmers are locking around for oats and barley seed for spring planting.
Preparation of fields for spring seeding will begin as soon as the surface soil dries
sufficiently, 4ipplicatlion of commereiml fertilizer to wheat fields is being made,
The price of alfalfa ranges from $15.00 to 718,00 per ton, It appears there will be
considerable surpluss .

Total gross receipts from sales of farm commodities last year were [1,067,63hL,000,
& drop of l percent from 1953, Salés of livestock and livestock products amounted to
¥738.million dollars or 69 percent of the total, Cash reseipts from crops amounmted
to nearly %30 millicn dollars or 3) percent of the total, Nationally, the net
income was 35.. percent of the gross or 2.2 percent less than in 1953,

Government payments toteled 8,629,000 last year. About 7,057,000 consisted of
conservetion payments and ¥1,572,000 was paid to beet growers under the Sugar Act,

Only three of the States showed an increase in gross farm income last year, The
balance of the States ranged from 79 to 100 percent. The Southenstern States that
were affccted by drouth showed the greetest decrease. The North Central States showed
an average deorease of L percent,

LIVESTOCK Reports on livestock were generally favorable with only a few reports of
losses, Calving and farroving are making good progress and lambing is
noaring completions Hay and fecd supplies are adequates

January slaughter of cattle and particularly hogs is up from January a year ago,
January sheep slaughter is the same as o year ago, vhile calf slaughter is down
considerably, January slaughter in the United States for all classes is about the
